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Summary of purpose and/or change:

LB 758 would have increased motor vehicles fuel taxes by three cents. One cent
would have been deposited in the Highway Trust Fund for distribution to cities,
counties, and the state highway program. Two cents would have been deposited in
the Highway Allocation Fund which is split equally between cities and counties only. A
one-half cent portion of the state sales tax that had been collected and distributed
through the Highway Allocation Fund was to be returned to the Highway Trust Fund.
The bill was to be operative October 1, 2008.
